Moges W. Horne, a pioneer of Cheboy-
gun, died at his residence in this village
Thursday night. Dee. 27th, after a shert
illness. He was an upright man. He
leaves & wife and several ehildren. His
estate Is worth several thousand dollurs,
He will be buried by the Masons.

Deceased was born at Wolfb orough,
New Hampshire, March 17, 1820, In
1845 he went to Muckinae Island from
Chieago, where he had been st work for
a short time. He was a eooper by trade,
and followed that avoestion for several
years, In July, 1845, Mr. Horne and
Jacob Ssmmons eame to Cheboygan and
out the first pine trea ever cut on the
river. The following year he worked here
part of the season and wade the frst
fish barrels made in the erunty. In the
fall of 1546 he preempted fifty-four acres
of Jand, December 17, 1846 ho married
Sarah T. Bunker, Maving retarned to his
native place, where the marnage oc-
ecurred, Six chiliren have been born to
them, thres of whom are still living.

In 1847 Mr. and Mrs. Horne went to
Muaekinae, and 1850, they located nt Ohe-
boygan. Atthat time Mr, Horne built the

house in which the family have since
lived, and where he breathed his last,

He was the second sheriff of the county,
and was again elected to that office in
1564. He jpad also held the offices of
Justice of the Peace, and marshal of the
village.

The wreek of the schooner Mary A
Hulbert, & sad end to the best litile
yessel that ever floated ou fresh water,
and more sad still that she found a eof-
fin for Captain Martin O'Malley, who
commenced salling on her aa cook, a
boy, twenty-six or seven years ago, I
laid the keel, of the Hulbert twenty-
elght yeers ago this winter at Sandusky.
Capt. Samuel Biddle made the model,
but I vrought the dimensions of hull
and every detail of outfit from “salt
water.” She was built for the Mackinaw
aml North Shore fish trade, and as it was
then earried on, proved just the thing
She was only 61 feet keel, 20 feet beam,
and seven feet depth of hold, with I8
inehes dead riseon % flow: a mite of a
vessel now, but when T arrived with her
at Bush Point, on fourth of July, 1856,
the Frenchmen exclalmed, “grosse
bargue,” comparing ber with vessels
engaged in that trade at the time. Capt.
N. W.Kirtland, now of Egg Harbor,Wis.,
aeiled her until the war commeneed, and
he and the vessel were considered by
many people who took passage with him,
eqnal to any storm Lake Michigan eonld
get up.  The Hulbert was well bublt. and
having been a long time (o the salt tish
trade, wis well preserved. It does not
appenr that she ever had & thorough re-
build. Mauy pergons aronnd the straits
of Mackinaw will remember with pleas-
ure the Hulbert und hier compoteat and
always Kind and obliging master.
